Buffalo, Sept. 17.— Leon F. Czolgosz 
alias Fred Nieman, was Indicted by 
the county court grand jury for the 
crim e of m urder in the first degree In 
fatally shooting 
P resident 
William 
McKinley at the Tem ple of Music in 
the Pan-American exposition grounds 
a t 4:15 o’clock on the afternoon of 
Sept. 6. 
W hen arraigned before Judge E d­ 
ward K. Em ery in the county court 
the prisoner stubbornly refused 
to 
answ er questions repeatedly asked of 
him by District A ttorney Penney as 
to w hether he had counsel or wanted 
counsel. 
The district attorney then 
suggested that. Inasmuch as the de 
fondant refused to answ er, counsel 
should be assigned. 
Judge Em ery as 
signed Loran L Lewis and Hon. Rob 
ert C. Titus, form er suprem e court 
justices of this city, whose nam es 
had been suggested by the Erie Conn 
ty Bar association. 
Czolgosz probably 
will be arraigned again in the morn 
ing to plead to the indictm ent 
District A ttorney Penney present 
ed the evidence In the m urder case to 
the grand jury. 
Aside from the sur 
goons and physicians in the case no 
w itnesses were sw orn 
other 
than 
those who were in the Tem ple of Mu 
alc and witnessed the shooting. 
At 4:15 p. rn., just exactly IO days 
afte r the shooting, the grand 
jury 
voted unanim ously to 
indict 
Czol­ 
gosz for 
Murder in the First Degree. 
At 4:41 the secret indictm ent was 
presented to Judge Em ery in the coun­ 
ty court. 
Then ensued a wait of an 
hour, but the rum or th at the m ur­ 
derer was to be arraigned spread and 
in a short tim e the courtroom wa# 
crowded.

PRISONER 
SAYS 
NOTHING 


When Brought Into Court He Stub­ 


bornly Refuses to Answer the Ques­ 


tions Put to Him—Judge Emery As­ 


signs Two Former Supreme Court 


Justices to Conduct the Murderer’s 


Defense. 


Buffalo, Sept. 17.—Leon F. Czolgosz 
alias Fred Nieman, was Indicted by 
the county court grand jury for the 
crime of m urder in the first degree in 
fatally shooting 
President 
William 
McKinley at the Temple of Music in 
the Pan-American exposition grounds 
at 4:15 o’clock on the afternoon of 
Sept. 6. 
When arraigned before Judge Ed­ 
ward K. Emery in the county court 
the prisoner stubbornly refused 
to 
answer questions repeatedly asked of 
him by District Attorney Penney as 
to whether he had counsel or wanted 
counsel. 
The district attorney then 
suggested that, inasmuch as the de­ 
fendant refused to answer, counsel 
should be assigned. Judge Emery as­ 
signed Loran L. Lewis and Hon. Rob­ 
ert C. Titus, former supreme court 
justices of this city, whose names 
had been suggested by the Erie Coun­ 
ty Bar association. Czolgosz probably 
will be arraigned again in the morn­ 
ing to plead to the indictment. 
District Attorney Penney present­ 
ed the evidence in Lie murder case to 
the grand jury. 
Aside from the sur­ 
geons and physicians in the case no 
witnesses were sworn 
other 
than 
those who were in the Temple of Mu­ 
sic and witnessed the shooting. 
At 4:15 p. rn,, just exactly IO days 
after the shooting, the grand 
jury 
voted unanimously to 
Indict 
Czol- 
gos* for 
Murder in the First Degree. 
At 4:41 the secret indictment was 
presented to Judge Emery In the coun­ 
ty court. 
Then ensued a wait of an 
hour, but the rumor that the mur­ 
derer was to be arraigned spread and 
In a short time the courtroom was 
crowded. 
After the indictment was 
reported th© prisoner was driven from 
the Brie county penitentiary, a mile 
from the city halt, to the jail across 
the street from the hall. 
Cxolgotz 
was then taken under strong guard 
from the jai! through the tunnel un­ 
der Delaware avenue to the basement 
of the city hall and up the stairs to 
the courtroom on the second floor. 
The prisoner was shackled to a de­ 
tective and another detective held hie 
other ama. Assistant Superintendent 
Cusack m arching in front nod a quid 
ber of patrolmen behind 
When the 
prisoner wa* taken before the bench 
the crowd in the courtroom surged 
about him on ail sides.

The district attorney respect­ 
fully suggested that counsel be as­ 
signed to defend the prisoner and as­ 
certain as to what he had 
do 
as to his plea to the indictm ent be­ 
fore arraignm ent. 
Judge Em ery then 
asked the prisoner before the bar if 
he had counsel, but there was no an­ 
swer. despite the fact that the peace 
officers told him tho judge was speak­ 
ing and m a t he must answer. 
The 
court then said: 
"Czolgosz, you having appeared for 
arraignm ent in the 
court 
without 
counsel, the law makes It the duty of 
the court to assign counsel. 
The Bar 
association of your county has con­ 
sidered the m atter and suggested the 
nam es of certain gentlem en of high 
character for such assignment. 
The 
court has seriously 
considered 
the 
question and after much consideration 
has concluded to follow the sugges­ 
tion m ade by the association. 
The 
court, therefore, assigns 
the 
Hon. 
Loran L. Lewis ami the Hon. Robert 
C. Titus as your counsel.” 
Judge Emery directed the officers 
to notify the attorneys and remove 
the prisoner.

MARBLE CITY. 


W ashington. Sept. 17.—The remain* 
*f President McKinley 
during 
the 
night lay in the E ast room of the 
W hite House, where for more than 
four years he had mad© his home as 
the chief m agistrate of 
the 
great 
American republic. 
It was with sim­ 
ple ceremony and a silence that fitted 
perfectly the sadness of the occasion 
th at the body of the late president 
was borane up Pennsylvania avenue to 
tho White House and laid upon the 
bier In tho great E ast room, where ho 
had stood so often in the prime of his 
manhood to receive the greetings of 
the common people he loved better 
than himsfdf. 
lf was fitting that such ceremony 
as there was should be severely mili­ 
tary in character in recognition of tho 
fact that the president was the com- 
mander-in chief of the United States 
army and navy. 
Nowhere was there 
a show of civilian participation. 
Tho 
streets about the station were filled 
with mounted troops and the station 
itself was occupied by stalwart sol­ 
diers and sailors in uniform. 
The 
blue coated policemen and the rail­ 
road employfvg were nearly all that 
stood for civil life. 
It was not so on the broad stretch 
of avenue that led to the W hite House, 
There the people strained and crowd­ 
ed in a vast m ultitude against the 
stiff wire ropes which restrained them 
from the space marked out for the 
line of procession. 
The silence that 
marked the progress of the funeral 
party through the national capital was 
profound. 
The people as a whole did 
not even talk in whispers and the only 
sign of agitation in the crowd was the 
silent pressing and striving against 
the ropes to see the mournful cortege 
which swept slowly along. 
The Last Home Coming. 
When the funeral train pulled into 
the Sixth street station the members 
of the late president’s family took car­ 
riages and were driven at once to the 
W hite House. 
President 
Roosevelt 
and the m em bers of the cabinet re­ 
mained to accompany the remains of 
their dead chieftain to the executive 
mansion. 
T he casket was removed 
from the observation car and carried 
to the waiting hearse by the body 
bearers—four soldiers and four sail­ 
ors detailed tor the purpose. 
As th© 
casket emerged from the station a 
bugle note clearly rose and "taps” 
rang out. 
T hat was the only sound 
th at broke the dead silence. 
Just be­ 
yond the entrance to the station Prest* 
dent Roosevelt, with the members of 
the cabinet, had paused and had taken 
station so as to leave a road spare for 
the funeral 
cortege. 
They 
ranged 
themselves on the sidewalk In double 
rows opposite each cA&cr and stood 
with bared heads as the corpse was 
carried to the hearse drawn up at the 
side of the gate. 
The hearse was 
drawn by six coal black horses, ea< h 
Of whom wa- led by a colored groom 
In black livery. The hears© bearing 
the third m artyred president quickly 
drew away and was followed at once 
by President Roosevelt and those ac­ 
companying him. 
As the procession 
swept iato 
Pennsylvania avenue a 
deeply Impressive sight was present­ 
ed. 
The historic 
thoroughfare was 
hung In black. 
Emblems of th© na­ 
tion’* mourning were displayed 
on 
every building. The Stars and Stripes, 
furled and knotted with crepe, floated 
from hundred' of windows. 
Over ail

The body bearers 
took the coffin upon their broad shoul­ 
ders. and. passing up the three or four 
steps, waited until President Roose­ 
velt and the members of the cabinet 
had alighted from their cairiages and 
then followed them through the wide 
open doors Into the E ast room. 
His Comrades Kept Watch. 
Just in the center of the room under 
the great crystal chandelier they de­ 
posited their precious burden upon a 
black draped base and stood at salute 
while the new* chief executive and the 
members of the cabinet with bowed 
heads passed by. Fallowing them came 
the chief officers of the army and 
navy now in the city, the guard of 
honor, consisting of officers of the 
Loyal Legion, members of the Union 
V eterans’ union and the Grand Army 
of the Republic. President Roosevelt, 
accompanied by the members of the 
cabinet, left the house almost (mine 
diately and were driven 
to 
their 
homes. 
The casket had been placed 
lengthwise In the East room, th** head 
to the north, 
Piled about ii were a 
half hundred floral emblems of ex 
(•optional beauty and as many more 
were placed lit th© inside corridor. 
Two marines, a soldier and a sailor, 
stood guard, one at ©ach corner of the 
casket, while seated on either side 
were two members of the Ct. A. R. and 
two members of the Loyal Legion. 
These were relieved at intervals of 
two hours during lh© night.

midnight the household bad retired tq

Train Passes Through a Living Lane 
of People. 
W ashington. Sept. 17.—Through a 
living 
lane of 
bareheaded 
people 
fle tc h in g from Buffalo up over the 
Alleghenies, down Into the broad val 
ley of the Susquehanna and on to the 
Marble City on the banks of the shin­ 
ing Potomac, the nation’s martyred 
president made his last journey to the 
seat of the government over which he 
presided for tour and one-half years. 
The whole country seemed to have 
drained Its population at the sides of 
the track over which the funeral train 
passed. 
The thin linen through the 
mountains and 
the sparsely nettled 
districts thickened at the little ham 
lets, covered acres In towus suddenly 
grown to the proportions of respect­ 
able cities and were congested Into 
vast multitudes In the larger cities. 
Work was suspended in field and mine 
and city. The schools were dismissed. 
And everywhere appeared 
the trap­ 
pings and tokens of woe. 
At all the 
larger towns and cities after the train 
got 
Into 
Pennsylvania 
militiamen 
drawn up at present arms kept back 
the enormous crowds. 
The silence 
with which the countless thousands 
viewed the remains of their hero arid 
m artyr was oppressive and profound. 
Only tho rumbling of 
the train s 
wheels, the sobs from men and women 
with tear-stained faces ami the dole 
fill tolling of th© church ledls broke 
on tho ear. 
At »ev©tal places. Will­ 
iamsport, Harrisburg and Baltimore, 
the chimes piay©d Cardinal N ew m an’s 
grand hymn. 
Taken altogether the 
journey home was the most remark 
able demonstration of 
Universal Personal Sorrow 
since Lincoln was borne lo his grave. 
Every one of those who came to pay 
their last tribute to the dead had an 
opportunity to catch a glimpse of th** 
Mag-covered bier ale vat od to view In 
th© observation car at the rear of th© 
train. 
Thar© were no other bits of color 
to catch the eye on this train of death. 
Th* locomotive was shrouded In black, 
th© curtains of the car In which sat 
the longly, stricken widow, th*- re la 
tires of th© president, cabinet and 
others, wore drawn. 
The whole black 
train was Ilk© a shuttered house save 
only for that hindmost car where the 
body lay. guarded by a soldier of th© 
army and a sailor of the navy 
Mrs. McKinley stood the trip brave 
ly. 
In th© morning soon after !©aving 
Buffalo she pleaded so earnestly to be 
allowed to go into th© car where her

night lay In the East room of the 
White House, where for more than 
four years he had made his home as 
the chief magistrate of 
the 
great 
American republic. 
It was with sim­ 
ple ceremony and a silence that lilted 
perfectly the sadness of the occasion 
that the body of the late president 
was bortie up Pennsylvania avenue to 
tbe White House snd laid upon the 
bier In the great East room, where be 
had stood so often In the prime of his 
manhood to receive the greetings of 
the common people he loved better 
than himself. 
It was fitting that such ceremony 
as there was should be severely mili­ 
tary In character in recognition of the 
fact that the president was the com­ 
mander in-chtef of the United States 
army snd navy. Nowhere was there 
a show of civilian participation. The 
streets about the station ware filled 
with mounted troops and tbs station 
Itself was occupied by stalwart sol­ 
diers and sailors in uniform. 
The 
blue coated policemen and the rail­ 
road employes were nearly all that 
stood for civil life. 
It was not ao on the broad stretch 
of avenue that led to the White House. 
There the people strained and crowd­

Train Passes Through a Living Lane 
ef People. 
Washington. Rept. 17.—Through a 
living 
tone of 
bareheaded 
people 
Itretcbfng from Buffalo up over the 
Alleghenies, down Into the bread val 
ley of the Htisq tie henna and on to the 
Maride city on the banks of tbe shin­ 
ing Potomac, tbe nation's martyred 
president made bis last Journey to the 
seat of the government over which he 
presided for tour and oae-half years. 
The whole country teemed to have 
drained Its population at the sides of 
the track over which the funeral train 
passed, 
Tbe thin It see through the 
mountains and 
tha sparsely settled, 
districts thickened at tbe little ham 
lets, covered acres In towns suddenly 
grown to toe proportions of respect­ 
able cities and were congested late 
vast multitudes in the larger cities. 
Work was suspended In Held and mine 
and cfty. The school* were dismissed 
And everywhere appeared 
the trap­ 
pings and tokens of woe. 
At all the 
larger towns snd cities after tbe train

militiamen

Thera were no other bits of color 
to catch the eye on this train of death. 
The locomotive was shrouded fa black, 
the curtains of tbe car la wkich sai 
the lonely, stricken widow, the reto 
Uvea of the president, cabinet and 
others, were draws.

The mere profession of anarchistic 
doctrine In theory, accompanied by no 
overt act, would hardly be deemed a 
satisfactory ground fur arresting aud 
surrendering a fugitive. We are ac 
Costumed to such freedom that public 
opinion, when unaffected by the Im­ 
pression of tlie attempted murder of 
our president, Will be reluctant to put 
fetters upon liberty of speech. Our 
theory has been that It was safer to let 
fools, lunatics and demagogues rave as 
much as they please*! than to try to 
prevent 
them, 
thereby 
adding 
the 
temptation of forbidden fruit to the 
other attractions of wild talk. 
I a»i not alluding, however, to speeches 
inciting directly to disorder or crime. 
Mr. Most, for Instance, has already 
paid his tribute for Indulgence of that 
kind. 
Resides, a trial gives a certain 
prestige to a blatant fool or raving 
lunatic, who derives dignity from the 
fact that the wheels of Justice are set 
In motion to overtake him. There Is 
no objection, however, to making It a 
crime to conspire against the life or 
safety of a foreign sovereign If the 
law s are not already sufficient for that 
purpose. That much Is certainly due 
to the nations with which we are at 
peace. As for our own chief magis­ 
trate, he should t»e specially protected, 
and he Is entitled to such exceptional 
protection by 
appropriate and ade­ 
quate legislation. 
First, because bl* exalte*! position 
makes him a shining mark for the 
criminal attem pts of the wicked ami 
the insane; second, because bl* life is 
valuable to the whole country. An at­ 
tempt upon him Is an assault upon the 
prosperity of the people, and the safety 
of the people Is the supreme concern of 
the law. While on this subject, bow- 
ever, we should bear In min*! that we 
are not la a condition of mental equi­ 
poise. Our mind Is disturbed and our 
capacity to deal prudently with such 
a subject is temporarily Impaired 
A great shock has disturbed the calm 
and usual motion of ©or minds.

an ok! saying. Justified by experience, 
that hard ck*©* make bad law*, lie

The mere profession of anarchistic 
doctrine In theory, accompanied by no 
overt act, would hardly be deemed a 
satisfactory ground for arresting and 
surrendering a fugitive. We ave ac­ 
customed to such freedom th at public 
Opinion, when unaffected by tile im­ 
pression of the attempted m urder of 
our president, will bs reluctant to put 
fetters upon liberty of speech. Our 
theory has been that It was safer to let 
fools, lunatics aud demagogues rave as 
much as they pleased than to try to 
prevent 
them, 
thereby 
adding 
the 
tem ptation of forbidden fruit to the 
other attractions of wild talk. 
I am not alluding, however, to speeches 
inciting directly to disorder or crime, 
Jdr. Most, for Instance, has already 
paid bls tribute for indulgence of that 
kind. 
Besides, a trial gives e certain 
prestige to a blatant fool or ravlug 
lunatic, who derives dignity from the 
fact that the wheels of Justice are set 
Sn motion to overtake him. There is 
no objection, however, to m aking it a 
crime to conspire against the Ufo or 
safety of a foreign sovereign lf the 
law s arc not already sufficient for that 
purjH.se. That much Is cen 
to the nations with which 
peace. As for our own chief magis­ 
trate. he should t>e specially protected, 
and he Is entitle*! to such exceptional 
protection by appropriate and ade­ 
quate legislation. 
First, because bls exalted position 
makes bim a shining m ark for the 
crim inal attempts of the wicked and 
the Insane; second, because his life is 
valuable to the whole country. An at­ 
tempt upon him is sn assault upon the 
prosperity of the people, aud the safety 
of the people ta the supreme concern of 
the law.

City Engineer Whiteley reported 
that he had been in correspondence 
with several part**» about the prices 
of paving brick. The report was ac­ 
cepted and placed on file. 
There was a communication from 
Mayor Halsted asking that the city 
clerk report the names of the five 
special policemen, who served dur­ 
ing the county fair, it being custo­ 
mary for the city to pay for this 
extra police duty. This was follow­ 
ed by a report of Chief of Police Nel­ 
son on the policemen who served. 
The report was, on motion of Alder­ 
man Wright, referred to ths commit- 
4f tee on health, sewerage and police. 
Alderman Wright stated that he 
thought if there was no saloon on the 
grounds that special police would 
not be necessary. President Crust 
assented to what Alderman Wright 
said. 
The matter of getting more power 
from the Mississippi and Rum River 
Boom Company for city purposes 
was again discussed last night. It 
was decided that City Attorney Cro­ 
well go to St. Paul, accompanied by 
members of the electric light com 
mittee, to confer with the officers of 
the company regarding the matter. 
It was left in the hands of the com­ 
mittee. with power to act, to arrange 
for the trip.

A communication was read from 
President Ambrose Tigbe, of the 
Minnesota Water Works Co., in 
which he notified the council that 
the extension of mains ordered on 
Gillis avenue, from Kindred street 
to Forsyth street, was completed, 
the hydrant ordered placed on the 
corner of Kindred street and Gillis 
avenue waa located and the water 
turned on. The communication was 
filed. 
The council went into executive 
session for a time. 
The committee to which waa re­ 
ferred the petition of F. A. Claus, 
second engineer at the electric light 
plant, asking that his salary be 
raised, recommended that bis salary 
be raised to $60 per month; that dur­ 
ing the summer months his pay be 
reduced to * the original wages of 
. $55 per month; that if council thinks

it advisable to raise the second en­ 
gineers pay that it would be no 
more than right to raise the salary 
of the linemen. The communication 
was on motion filed. 
A petition with 129 names appended 
waa read asking the city council that 
the saloons In the Third ward be re­ 
moved.
